Our whole conttitution, Mr Prefident, 
a political kind of thaos, and depends 
upon the prefervation of oppofing ele- 
ments. ‘The King has his prerogative, 
—the Peers their jurifdiction, —and we 
our privileges. We are equal, im legifla- 
tive importance, even to the two here- 
ditary eitates 3 but we are not fuperior: 
we are independent with refpect to them, 
but not fo with relation to the people. 
The people were the on ierinyal fy ing from 
which the three ftreams of government 
proceeded, and mutt in fact be para- 
mount to all, They will thereiore na- 
turally inquire how we their reprefenta- 
tives, particularly yhaveexecuted our truft, 
and will as naturally execrate our names, 
If once we vilely turn that very power 
Which we derive from popular eftcem, 
To fap the bulwarks of the public freedom. 


The people have already oppofed us 
by their magiftrates, and the ‘y will op- 
pole us farther by their juries; thouy 
ere we in fa ict as muc ch re ipected AS WE 
ve already defpifed, as much efteen na 
a8 we are univerfally de ‘tetted, the efta- 
dlifhment of tyranny in ourfelves, who 
ae appointed for no purpofe but to re- 
pelit in others, would expofe us to the 
abhorrence of every good Englithman. 
la: us the ‘refore ftop where we are; let 
U3 not juftify oppreilion by opprefiion, 
hor forget our own poRerity, if we are 
regardlefs of our country. Let even the 
abiedt Principle of felf, which actuates, 
ae ar, too many of my auditors, for 
: ‘ce Operate in the caufe of virtue. We 
ve fons and we have daughiers to 
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289 
leave behind us; they will have chil- 
dren; and thefe children will have their 
fuccetlive generations : —fhackle them 
not before they are born. The beft in- 
heritance, Mr Prefident, which we can 
poflibly bequeath our race is freedom : 
in robbing our conttituents of this in- 
eftimable blefiing, we in fact take it a- 
way from our defeendents, and make 
the creatures of their own hands the 
maiters of their fortunes and their lives. 

It is a plaufible argument, that the 
voice of the nation is only to be heard im 
this afiembly. But plautibility does not 
neceffarily imply juice, nor does this 
co griang con(utute a real reprefentative 
of the kingdom. ‘Fhe metropolis, for 
inftance, which contains at leatt a fixtt 
of the people, has no more than four 
members; and many of the principal tra- 
ding towns are wholly without a mem- 
ber: when this is recollected, Mr Prefi- 
dent, and when it is moreover recolleét- 
ed, that the inadequacy of parliament: ry 
reprelentation is a fubject of univerfal 
complaint, there 1s but a flender bafis for 
aflerting, that our voice is the voice of 
the kingdom, and that as fuch it fhould 
be decilive in every Celiberation. 

L readily grant, that the fenfe of this 
affembly, whether agreeable or difagree- 
able to the tenfe of the people, is gene- 
rally fubmitied to; and that the nation 
will cudure much betore ita ittempts to 
fhake the load of oppreflion from its 
fhoulders. ‘he public is an unwieldy 
body 3 its operations ave lows; and no- 
thing can rowle it into a@ion, but the 
mo urgent call of ater 989" te yet, fo 
this very reafon, when it dues move, its 
motion is a very ferious He 
The more the iubject ts inclined to bear, 
the more we fhould be alarmed at his 
fenfibility; when his patience is exhauft- 
ed, we may conclude, that his reafons 
for difcontent are ample; and in propor- 
tion as he thews himielf unwilling to 
murmur, in the fame proportion we 
fhould fhew our readinefs to remove e- 
very fource of his diffatisfaction. 

The friends of the adminiftration, Sir. 
befides the fallacious mode of reafoning 
which [ have here expofed, recur to an- 
other fpecious f ullacy to countenance the 
oppreiion of government. Weare told, 
Mr Prefident, that the various petitions 
prefented to the throne for the difolution 
of this affembly, are by no means to be 
regarded, becaufe the majority of coun- 
ics have not petitioned for this purpofe,

Ir aty did not furnith much news of 
importance during the year under re- 
view.

and wrote to his Moft Chriftian Maietty, 
that he could not annihilate the inftitu. 
tion of the Jefuits, for different reafons 
which he alledzed, particularly becaufe 
it had been applauded by nineteen of his 


predeceffors, and confirmed by the 
council of Trent. ‘hey wrote from 
Rome ia April laft year, that the courts 
of Bourbon were infifting more than e- 
ver upon having the order abolifhed; 
and that it was thoaght the Pope would 
foon comply. We were afterwards told, 
that his Catholic Majeity wrote to the 
Pope, informing, that he inclined to re- 
ftore him the duchy of Benevento; but 
that there could be no accommodation, 
which t ad not for: its bafis the total fup- 
preffion of the foct ty of Tefuits. In re- 
ird to Avignon, it was faid, that the 
crown of France feemed to propofe the 
giving to the Holy See a quantity ot 
land by way of exchange for the whole 
county, which that crown intended to 
keep. 

in Aygutt, the differences which arofe 
between the courts of Lifbon and Rome, 
in 1760, Confequent to the expulfion of 
the Jcefuits from Portugal, and which 
became flill wider for feveral years, were

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London and Madrid; both fides at the 
fame time ufing the utmoft diligence to 
be ready for war. We had information 
from different places, as well as from 
Spain in particular, that firong reinforce- 
ments were fent to her colonies; that all 
was hurry in her ports at home; that in- 
campments were formed in different 
parts of the kingdom; and that fuch 
preparations were making as_feemed 
plainly to indicate an attack of Gibraltar 
being intended. It was generally rec- 
koned, that a war would have very toon 
enfued, had not the fituation in which 


‘the affairs of France were, rendered it 


greatly inconvenient to fulfil her engage- 
ments in the family-compact. Many of 
the moft material! things relating to thofe 
tranfactions will be icen in our Maga- 
zines of this year. 

Mott of the accounts from Por TuGaL 
were dark, many of them even contra- 
dittory. For a confiderable time before 
laft year, there were fucceffive repreten- 
tations in the public papers, of the Bri- 
tifh merchants being almoit entirely ce- 
prived of the privileges to which they 
are intitled by national treaties; in con- 
fequence of which, the balance of trade 
with that kingdom, in our fayour, was 
faid to be reduced to about a fourth or 
afth part of what it had formerly been ; 
and it was aflerted, that the different re- 
monftrances made by the court of Lon- 
don, in order to obtain redrefs, were 
rendered ineffectual by the management 
ot Count d’ O¢ciras, the Portuguefe 
prime minifter, who bore a fpite to the 
tritith nation, In 1768 we were in- 
formed, that the miniftry of Lifbon had 
at laft refolved to redrefs all gricvances, 
according to the true fpirit of treaties 
lubfifting between the two crowns; and 
that feveral points had been actually fet- 
tled. In the mean time commifiion:. for 
Bnitith goods to be fent to that country 
became more frequent and larger, and 
the clamours of our merchants confider- 
ably fubfided. From repeated accounts 
int769, of difpatches coming from the 
Britifh minifter at Lifbon, it appeared 
probable, that the negotiations were go- 
ingon, but not finithed. Among the 
firt accounts of that country which 
came to hand Jaft year, there was one 
which faid, that the Britith minifter had 
Prefented a very ftrong memorial, in 
which he demanded to be informed in 
exprefs terms, whether his Moft Faith- 
ful Majifty was difpofed to. rcinflate his 
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Britannic Majefty’s tubjeéts in all their 
rights and privileges according to trea- 
ties, which had been moft flagrantly 
broken through in favour of France? or 
whether the court of London mutt have 
recourfe to more effectual methods for 
obtaining fatisfaction ? Soon after, ad- 
vice was received, that Count d’ Oeiras 
was difgraced ; that Don Mello de Ca- 
ftro, the new fecretary of flate, had ta- 
ken pains to perfuade the King, that the 
true intereft of Portugal, with regard to 
both policy and commerce, would be to 
fecure the triendfhip of G. Britain; that 
our merchants had prefented a petition 
to his Mott Faithful Majefly, which had 
been received in a gracious manner ; and 
that trade with reipect to them feemed 
to have taken a favourable turn at Lif- 
bon. An article publifhed in the Lon- 
don papers, of June 23. reprefented all 
the letters from Lifbon as agreeing in 
accounts of the decay of our trade there, 
and of the encouragement given to other 
nations. Anotherin the fame channel, 
of OS. 30. told us of an ordinance ha- 
ving been publifhed, declaring, that the 
Britith merchants muft not purchate 
wines from the growers of the vintage, 
but only from the Portugucfe mer- 
chants; in confequence of which, thoie 
wines which, eight or ten years ago, 
could have been fold at 231. a-pipe, 
would not, out of the laft year’s vintage, 
be fold under 481. Several of our readers 
will be able to judge, whether there has 
been to remarkable an advance in the 
price of Port wine fince lafl vintage, as 
to admit of their believing the above 
article. It is melancholy to obferve, 
that felfitinefs and party-politics often 
make men fo induftrioufly envelop fair 
Truth with clouds and obfcurity, as to 
render it very difficult to get a fight of 
her charming face. There were alfo ac- 
counts pofterior to thofe of Count d@’ 
Ociras’s difgrace, which feemed to re- 
prefent him as being ftill in his forme 
office and credit. 

We inferted a good many articles re- 
lating to an attempt on the King’s lite 
by a fingle man; to a confpiracy, aferi- 
bed chiefly to the clergy, who were faid 
to entertain an opinion that his Majelty 
has, fince his youth, been inclined to 
favour the Proteftants; and to a great 
execution of monks and gentlemen.

Onthe arith of February 1768, 
they caufed acircular letter to be written 
to the houfes of reprefentatives of the o- 


ther provinces, imparting their enti 
ments on the fubject, and ufing argy 
ments intended to produce the hed in 
them. The Farl of Hillfborough, ee 
cretary of ftate for the colonies, wrote a 
letter to Governor Bernard of Ntaffacho. 
ets-bry, mn which the Boftontan circy- 
lar letter was reprefented as tending to 
create unwarrantable combinations, and 
excite unjutinable oppoti tion to the con- 

ftitutional authority ot parhament ; that 
ete) Was direGed. fo foon as the 
atiembly thou'd meet agarn, to require 
ot them to retcind the refolution which 
gave birth to the circular letter; and in 
cafe of non complhance, immediately to 
diffulve them. The requifition being 
made, and not complied with, they were 
difiolved acc wdingly. 

Lord Huilfborough had alfo written to 
the feveral other colonies, imtimating a 
defire that they would take no notice ot 
the Boftonian circular Jetter; which was 
fofar from having the intended efect, 
that almoft the whole of them which 
were of any confiderable ftanding, took 
a directly oppofite courte, applauding 
the defign of the le- 


circular letter, and de 
claring that their featiments agreed Ww) th 
thofe contained in it. They likewite 
fent petitions for redrefs of grievances, 
to be laid before his Majetty and the 
parliament. 

The inward grudge entertained agait 
the officers of the cuftoms, see a0 
rouch and indecent arm towards 
them. Some of thofe at Bofton having, 
on the roth of June 1768, feized a {loop 
there, which was afterward carried u- 
der the guns ef his Maietty’s, fhip the 
Ro-nney, then at anchor in the harbour, 
a mob attacked, beat, or otherwiie a> 
uled, the collector, nis ton, the comp- 
troller of the cuftoms, and the inipector 
of imports and exports, at the fame time 
committing feveral other excefies. U ees 
that, the board of commiflfioners, wit) 
all their officers, retired for fatety 1m‘° 
the Romney, where they remained for 4 
contiderable time, 

fu the end of September that year, * 
bout 1000 troops arrived from Nova ee 
tia in the harbour of Bofton, on boar 
three fhips ot war, four floops, and two 
armed amg ‘and were landed. A- 
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June 1771. 
reciments more from Ireland arrived 
there, and the war-fhips juft mentioned 
fill remained in the harbour. The in- 
habitants threw all the obftructions into 
the way of getting the troops properly 
put into lodging they could think of 5 
but that aflair was at length fettled, 
without quartering any of them in pri- 
vate families, a meafure ftudioufly a- 
voided by government. 

The colonifts reckoned, that their dif 
couraging the importation of Britifh com- 
modities while the famp-act remained a 
law, had confiderable influence toward 
the repeal of it; and therefore exerted 
more vigorous endeavours for the im- 
provement of their own manufactures, 
and entered into {till more extenfive and 
ftrong refolutions againft importing Bri- 
tih goods. Thofe who differed from 
them in fentiment, and contequent prac- 
tice, they often treated with remarkable 
contempt and abuie. 

About the end of June 1769, all the 
troops at Bofton, except the 14th and 
29thregiments, were fent off for return- 
ing to Nova Scotia. We were after that 
told of the Earl of Hillfhorough having 
written to the governors of the feveral 
provinces, that his Majetty’s then admi- 
niftration entertained no defign of pro- 
pofing the levying of any further taxes 
Upon America, for the purpofe of raifing 
arevenue; and of their defign to lay a 
propofal before next feflion of parliament, 
for taking off the duties on glafs, paper, 
and painters colours, upon confideration 
of thofe duties having been laid contrary 
tu the true principles ofcommerce. What 
Lord Hillfborough wrote of was in ei- 


fect done; but the Americans continu- 
ed their clamours as loud as ever. At 
Boflon they formed feveral ftrong refo- 
lutions, one of which was, That, un- 
fels the revenue-aéts in general fhould 
be repealed, they would adhere ftrictly 
to the agreement againft importing Bri- 
‘ith commodities entered into in 1768 . 
except as to tome few enumerated ar- 
tees, which they thought might be im- 
ported without interfering with the 
true intent of that agreement. 

Inthe beginning of laft year advice 
Was received, that one John Mein, a 
Printer at Boiton, and a triend to go- 
vernment, had published a ftate of the 
Mportations from Britain, in order to 
open the tyes of the public with refpect 
56 diet of merchants who ftyled them- 

Ves well-di/pofed, but clandeftinely im- 
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ported goods for their own private ad= 
vantage, contrary to the refolution open- 
ly entered into; that many threats had 
been ufed to deter Mein from proceed- 
ing in his publications; that as he per- 
fitted, he was attacked by the mob, 
who would certainly have murdered 
him, if he had not taken fhelter in the 
main-guard, from whence he luckily 
made his efcape on board a man of war ; 
that great numbers had determined to 
abide no longer by thofe agreements 
which the chief promoters of them had 
been the firft to break through; and 
that accordingly very extenfive commit- 
fions were preparing to be fent to the 
mother-country. Notwithftanding all 
this, the patriotic refolutioners in pu- 
blic, but importers fecretly, found 
means, with the mob at their back, to 
keep themie!lves in countenance, and in 
different ways greatly to opprefs thofe 
who avowed their intentions to import 
and fell in an open manner. In the 
mean time, the price of all Britith goods 
which the colonifts could not do with- 
out, rofe at leaft 25 per cent. and that of 
tea not lefs than go. A vote paffed ina 
mecting of the refolutioners at Bofton 2- 
gaintt importation, ‘That whereas the 
greateftt part of the revenue arifing by 
virtue of the then late act of parliament 
was produced trom the duty paid upon 
ter, and it appeared to be the determi- 
nation of the miniftry to continue that 
duty ; therefore they would ftriétly in- 
join their refpective families totally to 
abftain from tea, and recommend to their 
country-cuftomers and friends not to fell 
or ufe it, til the duty fhould be taker 
off, 

It may be eafily fuppofed, that the 
bulk of the Boftonians, who had all a- 
long been the principal leaders in oppofi- 
tion to the authority of parliament, in 
the cafes before mentioned, and others, 
entertained bitter grudges againft the 
troops fent thither, under the notion of 
the people there being in a particular 
manner obftreperous ; and from accounts 
received it appeared, that occafional let- 
ters from the patriotic people in Eng- 
iand, who watched and laboured te 
effect a change of adminiftration, con- 
tributed greatly to light up their refent- 
ment, as wellas that of the other co- 
lonifts, into a flame. In confequence 
of this, frequent contentions and affaults 
happened between the inhabitants and 
foldicrs, efpecially after the troops which 
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came from Halifax had been fent back 
thither 
At length, on the sth of March Jatt 
vear, about nine o'clock in the evening, 
Capt. Prefion ofthe 29th regiment, who 
then commanded the main-guard, re- 
ceived mtormation, that a number of 
people had furrounded the centinel at 
the cuftomhoute, and threatencd to mur- 
der him; upon which he immediately 
jent a non-commifiioned officer, with 
twelve private men, to protect both the 
centinel and the King’s money; and very 
foon followed himielf, in order, as he 
afterwards faid, to prevent, if poflible, 
any rath act of the foldiers, into which 
they might be drawn by high provoca- 
tion. ‘The rioters increafed in numbers, 
and behaved in fuch a manner, that in 
the iffue fix or feven pieces were dif- 
charged, by which three men were killed 
on the fpot, and feven others wounded, 
two of whom atterwards died. The 
generality of the inhabitants afcribed the 
whole to a premeditated defign of the 
troops to murder them ; a thing, on flight 
confideration, far trom being in common 
fenfe credible. Expreffes were, or, as 
advices bore, had previoully been, fent 
to the neighbouring towns for affillance, 
and arefolution was taken to vive a ge- 
neral alarm, by burning a barrel of tar 
on the beacon; but, by the perfuafion 
of the Lieutenant-Governor and fome 
others, the people were prevatled upon, 
about one o'clock next morning, to dil- 
perfe; and the troops, who had all re- 
mained under arms in order to their own 
defence, retired to their barracks. On 
the morning of the 6th his Majefty’s 
council affembled, to deliberate on what 
was proper to be done. It being de- 
clared by feveral of the members, that it 
was the determination of the people to 
have the troops removed trom the town 
at all events, that this was the tenfe of 
the whole province, that the inhabitants 
of the other towns were ready to aflift in 
carrying the fcheme into execution by 
force; and the Boitonians having, by 
repeated meflages, reprefented, that no- 
thing but a total and immediate removal 
would fatisfy, the Lieutenant - Gover- 
nor requefted of the commanding officer, 
to caule both the reriments to be re- 
moved to the barracks at Caftle- Wil- 
ham ; which was complied with. Capt. 
Pretton, upon advice that he was to be 
iaken into cuftody, as charged with or- 
dering the foldiers to fire, furrendered 
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himielf. Soon after, eight of the private 
men were apprehended; as were like. 
wife four other perfons, faid to have 
difcharged mufkets out of the cuftom- 
houte, at the time the foldiers firce. 
They were all committed to clot pii- 
jon. 

The mob, under the direction of fome 
popular leaders, now ruled without con- 
troul. They frequently afiembled about 
the houtes of the perfons called jmporz- 
ers, to mntult and abule them, and their 
cuftomers, if any fhould dare to go inte 
theirfhops, As they were m their out- 
rageous proceedings at one houfe, a may 
named Aichardjon pafled by. ‘Vhe word 
Immediately was, An informer / upon 
which they purfued him to his dwelling, 
and ufed fuch violence, that at length he 
fired on them, and killed a boy. Me 
alfo was taken into cuftody. 

A committee of the Boftonians applied 
to the fuperior court, intifting, that the 
trials of Capt. Pretton, and of all the o- 
ther prifoners, fhould come on imme- 
diately. The court, though they rua 
the riik of being torn to pieces, declined 
complying with the demand as mace ; 
but, in order to keep the people a little 
quiet, directed Richardfon to be arraiyn- 
ed. When brought to the bar, he ob- 
ferved to the court, that he had mad 
application to aimoft every Jawyer 1 
town, but no one would undertake his 
caufe; that the conftables had retuted to 
fummon his witnefles ; that he had tre- 
quently beea debarred even the liberty 
of converfing with his friends ; and that 
every news-paper was crouded wit 
falfe libels againit him, in order to pic 
judice the minds of his jury. The cowr, 
moved with compaffion, put off the ti! 
toa iurther day; and applied to all the

lawyers prefent to appear as his coul 
without fuceeis. They therefore po 
emptorily ordered the advocate-gencts 
to act on his behalf, andthe bigh ther! 
to caufe his witnefles to be fummoncd. 
Upon Richardfon’s being twice alter 
wards brought to the bar, it was fone 
that his counfel was both times Hck, 
Another was theretore appointed oy Oe 
court, and the trial actually proceecce- 
After the examination of witneiies, 4! 
the pleadings, the judges, on occar 
of giving their charge to the jury, a! 
greed, that the prifoner had done © 
more than neceflary felf-detence co! 
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Upon this the mob grew outrageous, 
and faid a good deal tending to intimi- 
date the jury. On the morning of A- 
pril a1. the verdict was brought in, 
Guilty of marder. The judges immedi- 
ately adjourned the court to the 2gth of 
May, without pafling fentence ; and no- 
thing further relating to Richardion 
came to our knowledge. We have been 
the more particular in this cafe, as it 
clearly fhews with what a heavy rod of 
‘ron the mob then governed 3 how much 
even perfons of character were overaw- 
ed; and what verdicts migh! have been 
expected concerning Capt. Prefton, the 
foldiers, and the people of the cutlom- 
houfe, had their trials then come on. 
Refolutions to diftrefs importers, in 
whatever province found, continued to 
be entered into at Bofton, and to be 
adopted by almoft all the old colonies, 
Onthe 7th of June, aletter from the 
committee of merchants at New York 
was read to a meeting of the merchants 
at Bofton, propofing to hold a congrefs 
of the traders in feveral colonies, at 
Norwalk, in Connedcticut, one of the 
provincial divifions of New England, to 
contider how far it was proper to con- 
tinue the non-importation agreement. 
This was declined by the Boftonians. 
Upon that, a committee of the mer- 
chants of New York having taken the 
knie of the inhabitants, and a great 
najority being againfl abiding by the 
NONn-importation acreemecnt, it was re- 
folved to import all articles of Britith 
foods, except thofe which then were, 
or atierwards might be, fubject to a du- 
ty for the purpofe of railing a revenue 
in America. By this means, glafs, pa- 
Per, and painters colours, were exciu- 
ced till the firft of December then next, 
aid tea till the act of parliament impo- 
ig a duty on it thould be repealed. 
fhe minorty hada meeting afterward, 
in which they protefled againft this refo- 
‘ution. It was refolved by feveral of the 
Colones, to break up all commerce and 
corretpondence with the New-York im- 


porters, At lait, by a publication of 
Materia’s taken from th 


books of the 
omhoufe at Botton, it feemed to be 
c evident, that there had been great 
s'G Trequent private entries of goods 
mported there, and that fome of the 


volt eminent felf-denied patriots of that 
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at New York, dated July 24. appeared 
to be offended at the publhcation, and 
afferted, that the influence of it had 
been contfiderable on fome of the New- 
York people, in their determination to 
import, while tt had been fecreted from 
them, not one of the pamphlets having 
appeared at Bofton. What they faid in 
regard to facts we did not learn. How- 
ever, it was publicly averred, on the o- 
ther hand, that the merchants of Bofton 
were in pofleflon of the pamphlet a 
month before the date of their letter ; in 
confirmation of which it was added, 
that, in the end of June, the printer 
had been obliged to abfcond, in order 
to efcape being tarred and feathered by 
their townimen. 

Soon atter there was time for the ar- 
rival of commifiions, the exportation of 
goods from Britain for New York be- 
came very brifk; and we had advice, 
that the ftricteft orders were fent thi- 
ther, to fupport the friends of govern- 
ment with the utmoft exertion of both 
the naval and military powers. 

On the roth of September, the caftle 
of Bofton, named Ca/fe-IVilliam, faid to 
be the property of the province, was ta- 
ken poticiiion of as a King’s garrifon, 
and the provincial foldiers were difmiu- 
fed. Within three days after, the pa- 
triotic town of Bofton refolved to write 
to the committees of feveral other colo- 
nies, propoling what they called a re- 
laxation of the non-importation agree- 
ment, and defiring them to appoint 2 
congrefs for that end. The other pro- 
vinces by that time faw the inexpedien- 
cy of being any longer direfed and led 
as they had formerly been, and there- 
tore determined to judge each tor itfelf, 
or at leatt with the affittance of other 
advice. We had particular information 
concerning fome refolutions which were 
taken; andthe iffue was, that by de- 
grees importation came to be put in 
practice by the generality, the Boftoni- 
ans not excepted, much under the fame 
limitations, for ought we could learn, 
with thofe refolved on by the inhabi- 
tants of New York. 

Cant. Prefton’s trial before the fupe- 
rior court began Oct. 24. and, Sunday 
excepted, was continued from day to 
day til the 30th, during which time a- 
bout fifty witneffes were examined.

Judges of his 
people, he trufts you with the care of 
Watching over the maintenance of public 
reer, and of keeping his fubjects under 
the dominion of the laws, in order to 
lecure to tiem that liberty which exifts 
only with the laws, and only perithes 
With them, But this authority which 
he imparts ta you, would annihilate it- 
felf yu fhould miftake the fource of 
ty a‘ cultice would ceafe to be placed 
mM your hands, if you were amoment to 
forget, that it was the juitice of the 
King, not your own, 

Seated upon the firfi tribunal of juftice, 
you Will alwavs render to the King, who 
Placed you there, the moft pure and 
faithful homa.e, and to the people you 
will Rive an example of that fubmiffien 
you ihall exact from them. You will 
Mec be, however, the blind and paffive 
MKruments or an abtolute wall. His 
Maefty would difdain a flavith obe- 
Sinee, and would remove from him 
bn rates who wanted couraye to tell 
onthe truth. He wil! rsign only by 
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the laws; and he would difavow even 
the laws themfelves if they difappointed 
his views, and proved to be hurtful to 
his people.

Oliver to the Manfion-houfe, in the ftate- 
coach, Accordingly, about two o’clock, 
part of the court of aldermen, and almoft 
the whole common council, preceded 
by the city-marihal and his deputy, went 
from Guildhall to the Tower. | There 
were fifty-three carriages in the train. 
The members of the artillery-company 
accompanied the proceflion in their uni- 
form, which made a very fine appear- 
ance. Onthe Lord Mayor and Mr Oli- 
ver's being brought to the ‘Tower-gate 
by the proper officer of that fortrefs, thev 
were faluted by twenty-one pieces of 
cannon belonging to the artillery-compa- 
ny, and received by the people with the 
greatett acclamations, which were con- 
tinued all the way to the manfion-houle. 
On their arrival at the baluftrades frent- 
ing the great gate, the Lord Mayor and 
Mr Oliver bowed in return to the people 
afiembled, and were again faluted with 
loud and univerfal huzzas. Sir William 
Sephenfon, and the Aldermen Towni- 
end, Sawbridge, Wilkes, and Treco- 
thick, were in the proceffion. — ‘The 
Lord Mayor invited the Aldermen and 
the Committee to dine with his Lordthip 
at the Mantion-houfe.
